emergency here is gone," says 
New York City Water Commis- 
sioner James Marcus. 


The talk is different in the 


Midwest. 


"If it rains on a lawn in Kan- 


sas City, wheat drops a nickel," 
says a farmer. "We've had only 
a quarter of an inch since last 
September." 


New Yorkers are looking for- 


ward to the possible lifting of 
some drought emergency meas- 
ures still in effect like not being 
served a glass of water in the 
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city's restaurants unless you 
request it. 


Farmers in the Midwest are 


hopefully 
looking forward 
to 


bigger things, like early April 
rains 
to 
improve drought- 


stunted crops and erase the 
threat 
of dust 
storms 
and 


prairie fires. 


The Northeast was helped by 


heavy winter snowfalls, which 
may have resulted from a shift 
in the normal pattern of weath- 
er 
coming from Canada and 


across the United States. The 
shift in the weather pattern like- 
wise may have been the cause 
of the Plains states' lack of pre- 
cipitation. 


Meteorologists say cold Cana- 


dian air bypassed the Plains 
states and the Northwest, and 
instead ran east across the 
Great Lakes.

inside and out for 30-odd years. 


On the outside, Robert E. 


Kintner has been reporter, col- 
umnist, Army intelligence offi- 
cer and, in turn, the youngest 
president of both the American 
and 
National 
Broadcasting 


companies. 


On the inside, he rounds out 


today a year on the President's 
staff. Probably no one around 
Johnson has known him better 
or longer, both on a professional 
and social basis, than Kintner, 
and he rides herd on the Presi- 
dent's night reading — all sorts 
of memos and reports. 


The Johnson-Kintner friend- 


ship 
began 
and 
flourished 


through two of Johnson's politi- 
cal tutors, President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and Speaker of the 
House Sam Rayburn of Texas. 


At 58 and 57, Johnson and 


Kintner 
are 
contemporaries. 


Each had a capacity for climb- 
ing. After they met, 
Johnson 


made it from Congress to the 
White house by 1963. Kintner 
took even less time to get to the 
top In another field — from re- 
porter in the Washington bureau 
of the New York Herald Tribune 
to president of ABC by 1950 and 
of NBC by 1958. 


Now that the change has been 


made in jobs and pay, Kintner 
finds it less downright exciting 
than when he was what others 
called "the boy wonder" of tele- 
vision. 


But at this stage of his career, 


he regards the government posi- 
tion as far more interesting. 
And he intends to stick with it 
as long as he has fun and enjoys 
it, because he feels the chal- 
lenges and rewards 
compare 


favorably with those of heading 
a radio-TV network.

Seek Office

(AP) — Ambassador Arthur J. 
Goldberg's 
repeated 
denials 


have failed to squelch reports 
that he may run against New 
York's Republican senator, Ja- 
cob Javits, in 1968. 


The U.N. delegate's numerous 


statements have created what 
one observer called a "credibili- 
ty gap" because none of them 
has completely and firmly ruled 
out the possibility that under 
some circumstances 
he would 


be a candidate. 


Goldberg has said that he is 


not a candidate, that he has no 
plans to move to Washington, 
that he has no intention of run- 
ning for public office, and that 
his sole ambition Is to strength- 
en the United Nations as an in- 
strument for world peace. 


He has never gone so far, 


however, as to assert that he 
would not run if nominated and 
would not serve if elected. 


Although 
Goldberg's name 


has been advanced by Brooklyn 
Democratic 
leader 
Stanley 


Steingut, the. state nominating 
convention is still more than a 
year away and a lot of things 
could happen between now and 
then. 


Such Influential Democratic 


leaders as Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy and former Mayor Robert 
F. Wagner have had little to say 
about Goldberg so far. Wagner 
himself has been mentioned fre- 
quently as a possible candidate 
against Javits. 


Some observers believe Presi- 


dent 
Johnson eventually will 


have the deciding voice as to 
whether Goldberg will run. The 
senatorial election will coincide 
with the 1968 presidential con- 
test, and Johnson undoubtedly 
will want the strongest possible 
candidate In the senatorial race 
to help him carry populous New 
York State.

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Q—My doctor says 1 have 


lupus erythematosus. What is 
the cause and what can be 
done for it? 


A—The cause of this dis- 


ease cannot always be deter- 
mined, but in many victims 
the disease is caused by tak- 
ing certain antibiotics (peni- 
cillin, tetracycline, 
strepto- 


mycin or griseofulvin), sulfa 
drugs, 
hydralazine, phenyl- 


butazone, procaihamide, pro- 
pylthiouracil and others. The 
disease is characterized by a 
scaly red eruption, frequently 
limited to the cheeks and 
bridge of the nose (butterfly 
pattern). Sunlight aggravates 
the patches. 


Although this is a serious 


disease when it spreads be- 
yond the skin and involves 
the lymph nodes, joints, lungs, 
digestive tract, kidneys and 
nervous system, great strides 
have been made in its treat- 
ment. In the early stages sali- 
cylates and antimtlarial drugs 
will control the disease. For 
acute flare-ups, drugs of the 
cortisone group are used. Al- 
though no cure is known, such 
drugs 
as mechlorethamine, 


mercaptopurine 
and 
cyclo- 


phosphamide have been help- 
ful 
even in the advanced 


stages. 


Q—1 have had 
recurrent 


bouts of lupus erythematosus 
for 30 years. Periodic recur- 
rences have been controlled 
with injections of gold thio- 
sulfate. 1 have had no symp- 


toms for the last seven years. 
May I assume that I am cured 
or is the disease likely to re- 
cur? 


A—It would be unwise to 


assume that you are cured. 
Prompt treatment at the first 
sign of a recurrence will pro- 
long your life. 


Q—What is uremia? What 


causes it? Is there any cure? 


A—Uremia is a failure of 


the kidneys to rid the body 
of urea and related wastes. 
As a result, these wastes pile 
up in the blood. The victim's 
skin becomes pale and itches. 
Small hemorrhages may occur 
under the skin, the breathing 
is deep and sighing. Nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea 
are 


common. Muscular twitching 
and mental depression occur, 
and finally coma. 


Any disease that c.auses ex- 


tensive damage to the kidney 
cells may cause uremia as a 
terminal manifestation. When 
the cause is an acute poison- 
ing, treatment with the arti- 
ficial kidney may allow com- 
plete recovery. Modifications 
of the artificial kidney for use 
at home at a greatly reduced 
cost are now available and 
have given new hope to per- 
sons with chronic uremia.

Every book on the play of 


the card§ has a table oi stand- 
ard opening leads from vari- 
ous high card combinations. 
Every bridge player should 
know these standard tables 
and follow them most of the 
time but no bridge player 
should follow them blindly. 


Thus, the standard 
lead 


from king-jack-ten-nine is the 
jack. The reason is that if 
your partner shows up with 
the ace you can pickle the 
queen in declarer's hand, 
while if your partner does 
not show up with the ace you 
break even. 


This is all very good but 


there is one time when the 
expert should lead the king. 
This is when it is obvious 
that your partner can't have 
the ace and when you are 
going to lead the suit in any

event. In this extreme case 
you open the king because 
once in awhile someone will 
hold the singleton queen. 


West passes the one club 


opening to see what will hap- 
pen. He doesn't worry about 
the possibility of everyone 
passing because in that case 
he expects to set the one club 
contract. He is rather sur- 
prised when South rebids two 
no-trump but he waits patient- 
ly to hear more b i d d i n g . 
Needless to say he is disap- 
pointed to have to defend 
against an undoubted two no- 
"trump but he realizes that his 
partner almost surely has a 
blank hand and that North 
and South can probably do 
pretty well in hearts. 


If West is an alert player 


he will realize that he will 
take any tricks his side takes. 
Then West will open the king 
of clubs. 
This will turn out to be a 


very successful lead. He will 
pick up the singleton queen 
of clubs and will make four 
club tricks and his three aces.

Research Into Rabies 
Virus Develops Pain 
Eliminating Vaccine 


By DON MCKEE 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Re* 


search Into the rabies virus has 
reached the testing stage in the 
efforts to develop a safe vaccine 
that will eliminate the agonizing 
question faced by a New York 
father — and thousands of other 
parents every year,' 


Indications are that an im- 


proved vaccine will be available 
in two or three years, perhaps 
sooner. 


The shortcomings of vaccines 


now used were dramatized in 
the case of 8-year-old Michael 
LeBrun of Speonk, N.Y, When 
the boy was bitten by dogs four 
weeks ago, his father, Charles 
LeBrun, faced the choice of a. 
series of painful Injections, with 
possible serious side effects, for 
his son, or the boy's almost cer- 
tain death if rabies had been 
contracted. 


LeBrun decided against the 


treatment — which is not al- 
ways effective — since there 
was no Indication the dogs that 
attacked Michael had rabies. 


The father learned Thursday 


he may have won the gamble. 
Michael's 
doctor pronounced 


him "in excellent conditloni" 


The boy will be examined 


again in two weeks, LeErun 
said, because the usual incuba- 
tion period for the disease is 
four to six weeks. 


Thousands of Americans in 


similar situations take the vac- 
cine shots every year, although 
many others do not — in the 
absence of evidence that ani- 
mals involved had rabies. 


In one human death officially 


attributed to rabies in the Unit- 
ed States last year came after 
21 injections of an antirabies 
vaccine. The victim, a 
South 


Dakota boy, was bitten by a 
skunk while camping out in a 
backyard sleeping bag. 


With a rising incidence in 


wildlife rabies — especially 
among skunks — and increasing 
outdoor activities by Ameri- 
cans, a researcher for the feder- 
al health service's communi- 
cable disease center in Atlanta 
has forecast 
greater rabies 


threat to humans.

Dierks, predicts that a better 
vaccine will be on the market in 
two or three years. He is work- 
ing in vaccine research at the 
center's rabies control labora-

desegregated by next Septem- 
ber. 


And she asked the Legisla- 


ture, in a speech Thursday 
night, to vest her with authority 
to take over the schools now 
held by the state school superin- 
tendent so she can refuse to car- 
ry out the court order. The 
speech was broadcast statewide 
by radio and television. 


She told the House and Senate 


it may be necessary to employ 
more state troopers "in order 
that the children of our state be 
protected." She asked legisla- 
tors to consider appropriating 
funds to pay additional state 
police. 


She was interrupted by ap- 


plause 20 times during her 30- 
minute speech 
in the House 


chamber where 106 years ago 
Alabama seceded from the Un- 
ion at the outset of the Civil 
War. 


Mrs. Wallace solicited the 


support of other Southern states 
in resisting the desegregation 
order, 
but promised, "If we 


stand alone, we will go alone." 


Alabama is appealing the or- 


der to the Supreme Court.

Force jet pilots led by a World 
War II ace blew out the vital 
blast furnaces of North Viet- 
nam's showpiece Thai Nguyen 
steel plant 57 miles north of Ha- 
noi Thursday, the U.S. Com- 
mand announced. 


Col. Robin Olds of Washing- 


ton, D.C., who downed 24 enemy 
planes in World War II and a 
MIG21 in the biggest air battle 
of the Vietnam war, led the 
strike of Phantom jets which 
came in low and "walked their 
bombs across the target," a 
spokesman said. 


It was the seventh strike 


against the steel plant since it 
was put on the target list three 
weeks ago. Bad weather has 
hampered all the strikes, and 
the Air Force enthusiastically 
hailed the latest for "destroying 
the blast furnaces." 


Olds, 44, husband of former 


movie star Ella Raines, report- 
ed that Thai Nguyen was "en- 
gulfed in smoke and dust" from 
his 
flight's 
thousand-pound 


bombs. 


But the U.S. Command also 


had some bad news to report, 
announcing that a U.S. Marine 
jet pilot fired rockets by mis- 
take into his own ground troops 
Thursday, killing four Marines 
and wounding 18 more. 


The headquarters said the 


Marine F8 Crusader was sup- 
porting a Marine unit in an op- 
eration 25 miles southeast of 
coastal Quang Ngal City and Its 
rockets landed short of the tar- 
get. 


The announcement said an 


investigation was being made.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


new savagery of the Vietnam 
war has propelled U.S. combat 
deaths to levels 66 per cent 
above last year's average week- 
ly losses. Communist fatalities 
are reported up 80 per cent. 


A study of Pentagon figures 


shows American deaths so far 
this year are averaging 160 a 
week, compared with 96 In 1966. 
Enemy dead the first 12 weeks 
of 1967 has averaged about 1,- 
800, compared with about 1,000 
last year. 


Communist forces are suf- 


fering even greater casualties in 
proportion to their strength. 


The military estimates the 


Communists have sustained 33,- 
000 wounded in addition to 22,000 
dead thus far this year. 


Military spokesmen admit the 


count of enemy dead is far from 
precise, and at best a hapha- 
zard and sometimes extrapolat- 
ed estimate of bodies found on 
the 
battlefield. The wounded 


count is pure guesswork. Nev- 
ertheless, officials believe the 
rough tally is useful in assessing 
the impact of the war on the 
enemy's force levels. 


The toll of 55,000 amounts to 


nearly 20 per cent of the ene- 
my's 1967 average strength of 
281,000. 


By contrast the over-all U.S. 


casualties the first quarter of 
this year — 14,100 including 1,- 
916 killed and 12,184 wounded - 
represent 3.5 per cent of the 
1967 average strength, 404,000. 


If U.S. casualties continued at 


the same rate in relation to 
troop strength for the remain- 
der of 1967, they would total for 
the year about 15.2 per cent of 
average strength.
